Declaring that there can be no real

Judge 
Henry 


Graass, Green Bay, opened his cam- 
paign for election to congress from 
the Ninth district with an address at 
Sturegon Bay Friday night. 
In spite 


of a storm which raged for several 
hours and a rain which fell all eve- 
ning, more than 400 persons attended 
the meeting. The judge was accom- 
panied to Sturegon Bay by the Green 
Bay Boy Scout fife and drum corps 
and the Sturgeon Bay band greeted 
him with a concert. The judge was 
introduced by V, I. Minahan of Green 
Bay. 


Judge Graass outlined the platform 


on which he is conducting his cam- 
paign, summing up his address by 
declaring he would try to represent 
all the people in his district and de- 
crying efforts to bring about class 
cleavage. 


UNJUSTLY TREATED 


The farmer has been subjected to 


more injustice at the hands of politi- 
cians than any other class in Ameri- 
ca, the judge said. He favored Equi- 
ty and other 
cooperative organiza- 


tions and urged liberal laws to safe- 
guard them. 


The judge made a plea for some in- 


strumentality which 
would prevent 


strikes but at the same time he admit 
ted labor's right to strike to enforce 
just demands. 
He urged 
employer 


and employe to get together to settle 
their differences without government 
agencies and urged that labor be giv- 
en a weapon to enforce its just claims 
which will be as effective as strikes 
but without strikes' losses. 


REPEAL. TARIFF LAW 


Repeal or modification of the new 


tariff law was urged by the judge 
who declared the new legislation 
to 


be unjust. 
Approval of the soldier 


bonus was expressed and he said the 
government should provide means for 
paying the bonus. Taxation based on 
the taxpayer's ability to pay was urg- 
ed as the only fair method of obtain- 
ing revenue. The judge pleaded for 
careful economy in governmental ex- 
penditures, declaring that 
expenses 


must be kept within the government's 
income. 


Because of the widespread dissatis- 


faction with the violation of the Vol- 
stead law. Judge 
Graass 
said 
he 


would favor a refereuchivn on modi- 
fication or revision of the prohibition 
law and he said he would abide by 
the result of this referendum. 
The 


judge also said their are mviny in 
equalities and injustices in the Esch 
Cummins law which need modification 
and he declared railroad rates should 
be. based on a valuation of railroads 
with all the "water" squeezed out of 
the stocks. 


Judge Graass is to speak in Den- 


mark, tonight and next week he will 
begin a tour of the district.

husband who looked out of the win- 
dow and saw a man in front of the 
hank and lights burning within. He 
had a Winchester rifle upstairs in his 
room but the cartridges were down- 
stairs. He started for the shells but 
the bandit on guard apparently heard 
him and quickly fired through a glass 
door. The bullet penetrated two walls. 
The bandit tired again and then three 
men rushed out 
of the 
building, 


jumped into an automobile and drove 
away.

They al 
so contend that the smaller lake auis 
as a catch basin for the poisonous wa- 
ters from the Neenah mills and is ex 
ceptionally harmful to the fish while 
the larger lake is completely absent of 
poisonous waste. The Bureau of Fish- 
eries rated the smaller lake as a very 
good breeding water for small mouth 
bass because of its shallow water and 
the Oshkosh item states that the larg- 
er one has the sxime advantages plus 
many other men's

fish striking while using a frog might 
be due to the fact that you do not give 
the fish time enough to "turn" the 
frog. A bass or pickerel grabs a frog 
by the hind legs and wounds or maims 
it and then goes after the little "hop- 
per" again, this time taking him head 
first. They never swallow fro* "legs 
first." When they take the frog the 
second time, th'at's the time to "snub" 
the hook into their jaws and then you 
get your quarry. 
In snubbing them 


at the first strike evidently you pulled 
the bait away just as they were about 
to make the second grab and that's 
probably why you lost ao many.—M. J.

of Lake Superior, it is Michigan territory 
and would make an ideal site for a state 
park and preserve. 


The island is about 30 mil"s in length 


—the largest stretch of land to be found 
in the lake. 
Furthermore, it is most 


beautiful. 
Its stretches of woods, 
its 


bays and inland lakes, its countless rock 
deposits give it a natural glory hardly to 
be equalled. 
Herds of moose, too. roam 


Isle Royale in greater numbers and free- 
dom than in any American section of the 
Great Lakes region. 


Isle Royale is not valuable at present 


from a commercial standpoint, but its 
mere beauty can be made a great asset to 
the state in the form of a wild life pre- 
serve and summer park. 
And the find- 


ings of an ancient civilization's remains 
on the isle greatly enhances its possible 
value as such. 
It was here in all prob- 


ability that the native American made his 
first step from the stone age into the cop- 
per age when he discovered the outcrop- 
pings of the great Michigan range on its 
shores.
